the position of the Hon. George 
Brown,when he says: ‘‘Hach prov- 
ince is to have charge of its own 
Crown lands, Crown timber and 
Crown minerals, and will be free to 
take such steps for developing them 
as each deems best.” In 1869 a 
resolution to admit Newfoundland 
into confederation was introduced in- 
to the House of ‘Commons. One of 
the provisions was that the colony 
was to surrender its lands to the 
Dominion Government, receiving — in 
lieu thereof $150,000 a year. Hon. 
Edward Blake, formerly leader — of 
the Liberal party in the House — of 
Commons, and a member of — the 
Mackenzie Government, opposed the 
reso:ution. He is reported as_ fol- 


y

lows: “I am strongly opposed to 
the Dominion acquiring the Crown 
lands of Newfoundland, and have 
strongly objected to Newfoundland 
being deprived of its Crown lands, 
I commend the policy of the fram- 
ers of the constitution in leaving to 
each of the Provinces the control 
of their own lands. This was from 
the Canadian standpoint. Then as 
to Newfoundland, the arrangement 
was equally objectionable: (1) Its 
small’ represen,ation in Parliament 
would lead to an unsatisfactory man- 
agement. The local government 
would be deprived of the control of 
those lands, which might by it be 
rendered valuable for the future de- 
velopment of the colony.’’ He iur- 
ther said that ‘‘if the proposition 
was between giving Newfoundland 
$150,000 a year and taking her 
lands, and giving $150,000, and leav- 
ing her lands, 1 would willingly vote 
for the latter.’’ He proposed an 
amendment to the effect ‘‘That the 
public lands can be managed more 
efficiently, economically and satis- 
factorily by the Provinces in which 
these lands are situated than by 
Canada, and there is no good reas- 
on for a departure from the _ prin- 
ciple of the Union Act.’’ In 1870 
British Columbia came into the feder- 
ation and was accorded control of 
her own lands, and just last year, I 
am told, she received a revenue of 
some five millions of dollars from 
the sale of lands in that province, 
and besides she is setting apart some 
hundred thousand acres’ of her 
lands for university purposes in that 
province, and they are proving to 
them a great source of wealth and 


resource for the development of the 


province, A few years later Prince 
Edward Island, having no lands, 
was given a cash subsidy. Then 
Manitoba came into the union, and 
here there was a departure from the 
principle adopted at federation. She 
was given an annual cash _ subsidy, 
but she was also given some  hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of swamp 
lands, from which she has_ received 
a large revenue. Now we come down 
to the time when Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan were sécking the status 
of provincial autonomy. We find 
there was an argument used against 
Alberta and Saskatchewan discrimi- 
nating against the giving to: these 
two provinces the control ‘of their 
lands and natural resources, the ar- 
gument being that inasmuch as_ the 
Dominion Government had. purchased 
from the Hudson’s Bay these lands 
of the North-west she was entitled 
to get these lands. This claim 
was never substantiated because it 
was never really conceded by _ the 
Parliament of ‘Canada that the Hud- 
son's Bay Co. had a sufficient claim 
on these lands, and I will quote you 
an authority which I think will not 
be questioned by any member of this 
House, the authority of the Hon. 
Frank Oliver. He said regarding 
this matter ‘‘That while recognizing 
the propriety of the public lands 
within the North-west being admin- 
istered by the Federal government at 
the present time, this Council does 
nos admit that the title in fee 
simple rests in the Parliament or 
Government of Canada, and desires 
to put on record the opinion that it 
now rests as it has always in the 
British Crown, to be administered 
by such of her Majesty's representa- 
tives as may be deemed expedient, 
and that as soon as possible gov- 
ernment is obtained by the North- 
west it should be assumed by that 
Government.’’ That is the opinion 
of the Hon. Frank Oliver. He did 
not admit that the Government had 
a good title, but as a peace offer- 
ing the Dominion Government gave 
the Hudson’s Bay Company $1,500,- 
000 in lieu of their lands. Then I 
submit that Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan assumed their fair share of this 
$1,500,000 invested in this payment 
with other parts of the Dominion, 
and on accoubt of this there is no 
sufficient argument why they should 
not have the control and ownership 
of their lands and natural resources, 
The Territorial Government under 
the premiership of Hon. Mr. Haul- 
tain sought Provincial autonomy on 
a statesmanlike and broad basis, 
He was supported in his autonomy 
bill, I believe, by nearly all the 
leading statesmen of the North-west 
Teeritories, he was suppotted by 
the press, and by the public senti- 
ment of the country ; indeed, he had 
the support of every one in public 
life in the whole of the - Northwest 
Territories. The Hon. Mr. Scott, 
the Hon. Mr. Bulyea, the Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Senator De Veber, and 

suppose the Hon. member for Strath- 
cona, supported the honorable mem- 
ber, Mr. Haultain, in his contention 
and his statesmanlike principle that 
the land; timber, fisheries, and min- 
erals—the lands and waters of this 
Province should be vested in the pro- 
vincial powers. It might be worth 
while my quoting from Hansard and 
give you the argument of Mr.’ Scott 
at that time. In the reports. of 
the House of Commons in the year 
1901, he said : “I may say that what 
the people of the Territories will ex- 
pect and what I think they have a 
right to expect, and that’ is really 
the point to which I wish to call 
the attention of Parliament—is that 
they will be dealt with on ex- 
actly the same basis as the origi- 
nally confederated Provinces. If the 
proper principle is adhered to, if the 
principle of absolute equality is ob- 
served, if Parliament places the new 
Provinces oo an eqiitable basis, the 
local government will be given a

And they will be put 
in posession of the public resources, 
Jands, timbers and minerals in the 
same way as the other provinces, 
were put in possession of “their re- 
sources.’’ Those are the statesman- 
like words of the Hon. Mr. Scott, 
on that occasion on the floor of the 
House of Parliament of Canada. It 

interesting. however, to 
Some of 
you will remember the ex-member 
| for Gleichen. Gleichen is a constitu- 
| eney which has had a considerable 
| reputation, and we have followed the 
political situation in Gleichen from 
the first to the last with keen in- 
‘terest. The first member for Gleich- 
en was Mr. Stuart, who ‘is now 
Judge Stuart. As late as 1905 he 
delivered an address in Calgary n 
?he interests of Provincial rights, 
and he goes on to say: ‘‘The Feder- 
al Government may follow the 
precedent established in the case of 
the province of Manitoba in 1870 
and endeavor to withhold, or rather, 
| to use a more proper word, deprive 
‘the people of the Territories of the 
control and enjoyment of the revenue 
‘to be derived from the Crown  do- 
main.”’ After saying that such a 
| method would be unjust, Mr.Stuart 
{ proceeded : ‘‘According to all prece- 
{dents and the spirit of British Col- 
| onial history and of the Canadian 
| constitutional arrangements, — the 
tonly proper settlement. of the ques- 
1 tion will be to place these revenues at 
the disposal of the new Provincial as- 
sembly when the Province is estab- 
lished. Any argument in favor of 
the right of the Federal Govern- 
ment to assume permanent control 
of our Crown lands can, if what I 
have said is true, rest only on an 
entire misconception and misunder- 
standing of the true position of the 
Federal Government with relation to 
these territories. Tf what: I have 
said is true, it is a complete mis- 
take for the federal government to 
look upon the Crown lands of — the 
Territories as a piece of property of 
their own, as a peculiar treasure, as 
a precious possession to be disposed 
of as they please. Any attempt by 
the Dominion Government to deal 
with this colony otherwise than the 
imperial parliament would have dealt 
with it, otherwise than the imperial 
government did deal with the eastern 
provinces, would be a failure to ful- 
fil the trust imposed upon them and 
would be a long descent from the 
noble and generous example of the 
Mother Country. According to the 
whole spirit of British Colonial pol- 
icy and of the Britsih constitution 
?hese lands belong to the people of 
these territories ; but by neither the 
lerter of the law nor by its spirit 
has the Federal government the right 
to enjoy them when full provincial 
autonomy is once allowed.” Now 
what do we find to be the next step ? 
We find that the Dominion Govern- 
ment, while admitting practically the 
principle of public ownership for the 
Province of our natural resources— 
what do we find it is proposed to 
do? They turn’ down Mr. Haultain 
and all his supporters, and they 
say we will not give you your land, 
your fisheries, your minerals or your 
water rights. He will give you some 
thing else. If you will accept pro- 
vineial autonomy on our terms, we 
will not give you your rights, what 
Providence has given you, what is 
yours by divine right, but we will 
give you position, we will give you 
power, we will give you political in- 
fluence, we will give you emoluments 
of office. And what do we find? We 
find that the Hon. Mr. Scott, who 
so patriotically supported all the 
interests of the Northwest Terri- 
tories—we find he swallowd him- 
self and became Premier of  Sas- 
katchewan. We find that Mr. Bul- 
yea, who enunciated these principles, 
is now Governor of Alberta. We 
find that the honorable member for 
Strathcona was made Premier of the 
Province of Alberta. We find that 
Mr. DeVeber, another supporter of 
the provincial ownership — principle, 
became Senator DeVeber. And 
we. find that Mr. Sifton is 
now made First Minister in the Pro- 
vincia] Parliament. So apparently 
these men haye completely changed 
their front, but I am glad to. see 
that the leader of the Government 
has the interests of the Province so 
much at heart at Teast to admit 
that after all perhaps it is a good 
thing for the prevince to obtain 
control of the timber and minerals 
of this Provinee. The member for 
Alexandra referred to the fact that 
we had sold our birthright for a 
mess of pottage, and said that if in 
our simplicity, our hunger for power, 
we had done this deed we had a 
right to fight for it back. In that ] 
agree. The leader of the Government 
referred the other day to my accept- 
ance of the leadership of the Oppos- 
ition in this province. I wish to 
remind him that there are no emo- 
luments of office in connection with 
the leadership of the Opposition, and 
I would refer him to the gentlemen 
who accepted positions against what 
was their principles. IL wish to as- 
sare him it is no pleasant duty to 
bring to light the deeds of men 
in high places, and it is not a very 
tempting one to assume at the pres- 
ent. time, and 1 can conceive of no 
man accepting the position, which 1] 
have taken, except from a feeling 
that it might be for the good of his 
country. 1 would like to go still 
further. The resolution reads ‘‘ all 
such natural resources as are of 
purely local concern.’’ I can con- 
ceive that there is nothing of more 
local concern than the land of our 
country. What should concern — us 
more than the disposition which is 
made of the land. It is a pronciple 
laid down by the Hon. member for 
Rocky Mountains that the land be- 
longs to the people. I conceive it 
belongs to the people who live in 
the country, and who will come to 


a 


‘live in the Gountry. These people 
who will control- the administration | 
of our ‘country should have the say; 
as to how our lands are being ad.; 
ministered, and T submit that there! 
is just a possibility of our making, 
our lands too cheap in this country. 
It is just a question of whether we 
are not making the same mistake 
as the great republic to the south 
made when they opened their land 
to all comers. Now they are in the 
throes of a revolution which threat- 
ens the foundations of their con- 
stitution. We can afford to go a 
little slow in our 1mmigration policy 
and it behooves us to be careful of 
the character of the citizens whom 
we admit into the country and not 
dump them down in trainloads— 
people who don’t know our language 
and who are ignorant. of our con- 
stitutions. I say it is a serioas 
matter—the immigration policy of 
this country, and it ;5 a question 
whether we are not becoming too 
cheap in the eyes of the world in 
throwing open our land to all com- 
ers. 

It is not a question then in this 
province of getting immigrants, of 
getting population, of getting num- 
bers—numbering people as cattle. 
That is not the problem we have to 
solve; it is not the development of 
our natural resources ; it is not the 
building up of our institutions ; it 
is not the.transportation problem. 
These will be solved. It is not the 
question of the Opposition defeating 
the present Government, and this 
may be done. Dut the great ques- 
tion which the people of the prov- 
ince have to face, is, what is going 
to be the character of her citizens, 
because the future greatness and fut- 
ure destiny of this provinceis got 
going to depend upon the material 
resources, the transportation facili- 
ties or our political relations. But 
the great question which is to deter- 
mine the future greatness of — this 
province is to be thef¢haracter of. 
the men and women who _ have 
taken up their citizenship. There is 
an eternal Jaw which has run through 
all history both sacred and profane, 
modern and ancient, and that is, 
that it is not material prosperity 
that ultimately and in the final 
analysis constitutes the greatness of 
a country, but it isthe moral ideas 
and the moral quality of her people. 
So I say we have local concern over 
our lands for our people. We have 
concern in deciding who are to be 
our neighbors, who are’ going to 
associate with our children and our 
chi’dren’s children, and from this the 
argument I make is that the immi- 
gration policy of our country is one 
that above everything else this Prov- 
ince should have under its control, 
and I venture to make a suggestion 
to the leader of the Government. 
The other day T made a suggestion 
with regard to helping farmers, 
which apparently he did not appre- 
ciate. L am going ta make another 
suggestion. It has often come _ to 
me whether or not the immigration 
policy of this provinee should not 
be changed, whether or not we could 
not get a better class of settlers in 


this country on the whole than we eZ 


are getting. I wish to make no re- 
flection on the great majority of the 
people we are getting, but I refer 
particularly to our homestead regu- 
lations, and I suggest whether or 
not the time has not come, or will 
not soon come, when we should 
adopt some such policy as that of 
British Columbia, that we should 
not sell our lands, but in lieu of col- 
onization roads which the govern- 
ment might assist and construct to 
outer parts of the Province, should 


make a nominal charge per acre, re-|§ 


quiring not settlement dutics but im- 
provement. duties. 

Are we making our lands’ too 
cheap ? Let us alter our land laws, 
own our lands as a provincial gov- 
ernment, and let us offer our land 
on some such scheme as this 


tlement duties. Would not the 
people whom we should appeal to, 
and whom we would desire to come 
into this country prefer to give 
$3 to $5 an acre for our lands with 
improvement duties, and go to them 
on some such basis as this with 
transportation facilities, than 
up a free homestead without trans- 


portation ? Further, there are many | 


who would like to go out on the 
land, but they are not in a position 
to go on the land under the present 
regulations. Jt may be a man_ has 
a large family of boys and girls, but 
he is not financially able to go 
out on the land and live for two 
or three years until his farm becomes 
productive ; but if this system is 
adopted he could live in town for 
a few years and lay up capital to 
pay some one to improve his land 
and put it in shape for production, 
and in two or three years’ he 
could go out and his land would 
be in such a state as to be sufticient 
to maintain his family. I 
to say there are thousands of de- 
sirable people who would come to 
this country and take land

IFTON'S BILL PAGGED BY 
VOTE OF 25 10 14. 


$7,400,000 Appropriated to General 
Revenue Fund of Province. 


By a vote of 25 to 14 the members 
of the Alberta legislature went on 
record Friday night in endorsement 
of Premier Sifton’s bill for the con- 
fiscation of the proceeds of the bonds 
of the Alberta and Great Waterways 
railway company to the general rev- 
enue fund of the province. The 
amendment of &). Michener was nega- 
tived by 27 votes to 12. 

Thus was brought to a conclusion 
the fight against Sifton’s repudia- 
tion of the province's obligations in 
respect to the Alberta and Great 
Waterways bonds fight which has 
been waged on the floor of the leg- 
islature for over a week, and which 
has called forth the most extreme 
criticism of the measure by which 
the premier will appropriate monies 
intended for northern railway de- 
velopment, to a purpose entirely 
foreign to that. purpose. 

It is admitted on all hands that 
the premier, while securing the pass- 
age of his bill, has come out of the 
debate with ereatly damaged _ pres- 
tize. He has failed at all points to 
meet the objections to his bill, that 
it is a violation of the principles of 
business probity which, i? committed 
in private life and not by an assem- 
bly of legislators, would be branded 
as entirly indefensible conduct. He 
has failed to show that, according 


ae SS 


to the terms of the contract with 
the company, the province had the 
right to confiscate the funds, which 
were in fact the property of the 
company. 

And while he has failed to show 
that his bill is morally defensible, 
Premier's Sifton’s grave statements 
as to possible future railway devel- 
opment disappointed many members 
of his party, who had ‘hoped that 
at least before the question went to 
a vote he would indicate in no uncer- 


tain way that a railway to Fort 
McMurray would be built. 
The large majority which Mr. 


Michener secured for his amendment 
did not altogether indicate the 
strength of the anti-Sifton feeling 
in the house. There were members 
who accepted the premier’s vague as- 
surances of north country develop- 
ment, words which indicated nothing 
and in actuality promised nothing, 
who would have voted against his 
bill had not these vague assurances, 
commendable from the standpoint of 
pure parliamentary tactics, been 
forthcoming. 

In moving his amendment Mr. 
Michener drew up an indictment 
against Sifton’s czarism, and _ Sif- 
ton’s repudiation of commercial ob- 
ligation, which the premier attempt- 
ed to answer in a speech in which 
he offered little in the way of argu- 
ment, but sustained his reputation 
as a master of jibes and jeers. He 
sneered at the leader of the Op- 
position, sneered in turn at almost 
every member af the legislature who 
had opposed his legislation, indicat- 
ed that he might have something up 
his sleeve in the way ofa railway 
policy, and paid lip service to the 
Rutherford railway policy which he 
has taken such early steps to reverse.

BENNETT SPEAKS ON 
; RAILWAY BILL. 


R. B. Bennett was the speaker 
Wednesday afternoon at the legisla- 
ture in the debate on the bill to for- 
feit the A. & Gf W. bonds. He ad- 
dressed the house and galleries, pack- 
ed to suffocation, for two hours and 
a half, and his speech was undoubt- 
edly the most eloquent that has yet 
been heard on the floor of the Legis- 
lature. He arrayed himself on the 
side of those who are opposing the 
government in conncction with this 
measure. His reason was that in 
his opinion the bill was illegai, its 
object could not be carried out and 
it was contrary to all the traditions 
of British justice in that it forfeited 
the rights of an individual without 
his being given an opportunity to 
make a defence. 

He dealt with the bill largely from 
its constitutional and legal aspects, 
quoting extensively from judicial 
authorities, both English and Ameri- 
can, in support of his contentions. He 
denounced the intention of the bill 
as highway robbery by the province 
aid appealed to the members — to 
pause before they enacted such leg- 
islation. He spoke at length on the 
international aspect of the claim of 
the president, W. R. Clarke, and as- 
serted that the action of the legis- 
lature, if they repudiated this con- 
tract, would be but the fourth of its 
kind in the Itnglish-speaking world. 

He claimed that the banks would 
never pay over the money as_ they 
would be liable in the courts of the 
United States, where the banks con- 
cerned had branches, for damages, 
and the act of the Legislature of Al- 
berta would not be a defence. He 
drew what he termed as analogies 
between what the government — pro- 
posed to do and cases of individuals, 
and time and again referred with 
irony and sarcasm to the course 
that was being pursued by an ex- 
chief justice and an ex-judge of the 
province. He claimed that the maj- 
ority of the House had been elected 
to build this railway to Fort Me- 
Murray and asserted that if the 
voice of democracy were unheeded 
then the day of democracy was past. 
In his peroration he dramatically 
pointed to the British ensign that 
adorned the wall behind the Speaker 

and made an impassionate plea that 
justice be given and the fair aame 
of Alberte be saved from disgrace 
and dishonor. 

The speech was 
masterpiece of oratort: 
with deliberation for more than two 
hours, the speaker closed in a tor- 
rent of eloquence that swept away 
many of his listeners and despite the 
rules of the House applause — broke 
out. as he concluded.

We camped high upon the big glacier three different times, 
only to be driven back by storms. We succeeded in making 
two splendid climbs up the great cliffs of ice and snow on 
that cast side, reaching an altitude of 10,500 feet the first 
time, or as high as the top of Mount Stephen, and 11,700 
feet or higher than Mount Temple, the second attempt. 
All day long on cach trip we labored among extreme 
dangers of avalanche and crevasse, but our efforts to reach 
the peak that vear were not crowned with success. 

Failing as a party, | made a two-day try up the rock 
face of the north shoulder of the mountain by myself. 1 
slept on a snow-covered ledge, 1.000 feet above tree line, 
and then toiled on the next day till the middle of the after- 
noon, reaching an altitude of nearly 11,000) feet, but 
a blizzard drove me down, so that attempt failed also. 

This vear, 1909, hearing that 
an American party was about to 
seek the coveted prize, and being 
unable to obtain companions tor a 
party, T got together a pack train 
of three horses and three months’ 
provisions and left Edmonton alone 
to capture the mountain, hoping 
to pick up a companion on the 
trail. 

Countless difficulties retarded 
my progress, horses would get 
stuck in the muskegs and packs 
come off; flooded rivers had to be 
crussed, in one of which I nearly 
lost my whole outfit, 

At the place where I swam my 
horses across the Athabasca, I 
fortunately fell in with Donald 
Phillips, a young Ontario guide, 
and persuaded him to go along 
with me. 

We followed the route of the 
Grand) Trunk Pacific over the 
Yellow Head and down the Fraser 
as far as the Moose River, which 
we followed to Moose Pass, and 
from there we reached the east side 
of Mount Robson by way of the 
Upper Smokey. 

A vear before when I went up 
the valley of the Smokey with Dr. 
Coleman and party, a terrific 
electrical storm was raging, follow- 
ed by a heavy fall of snow. But 
this vear Phillips and I found the 
place flooded with glorious sun- 
shine and a cloudless sky, and as we 
swung around a promontory, six 
miles away Mount Robson stood 
a startling wonder of mighty height 
and dazzling purity, 

On Saturday, July twenty- 
fourth, Phillips and 1 made our 
permanent camp at tree line, on 
the north shoulder of Mount Rob- 
son. We turned our horses loose 
to wander where they pleased, and 
for three weeks they fattened on 
the sweet vrasses of the mountain 
meadows. 

Monday dawned fine and clear, 
Shouldering our heavy packs, we 
climbed the cliffs and rolled up in 
our blankets that night in a shelter- 
ed nook on the west side, nearly 
ten thousand feet above the sea. 
The next day we fought our way 
up the almost vertical north side 
of the peak and chopped our way 
up the steep ice of its couloirs, but 
by three o'clock we had attained 
an altitude of not much more than 
eleven thousand fcet, so we = re- 
turned to the permanent camp at 
the foot of the mountain to re- 
provision for another trip. 

Wednesday night, July twenty- 
eighth found us camped on a narrow ledge several hundred 
feet higher than our high-up camp of the Monday before. 

While cating our supper of warmed-over beans and 
stew, we feasted our eves on the wonderful scenes around us. 
With only one or two exceptions, the peaks were all on a 
level with or below us. Countless glaciers of purcst white 
hung in long crystal curtains from the peaks and dotted 
the landscape for hundreds of miles as far as the cye could 
sce, as if a mighty sea of swirling billows had been turned 
to stone and its foaming fury to ice. The setting sun had 
bathed this scene in a flood of red and gold. But the 
blues shaded off into purples, and the purples to deepest 
indigo till the gathering night rose cut of the valleys, 
cig) t thousand feet below, and changed those gorgeous 
sunset tints to sombre blacks and greys, save where the 
snow-fields Gleamed under the light of the stars. We 
wrapped ourselves in rabbit-skin robes and ciderdowns to 
keep out the biting cold, while the wind, though only a 
zephyr in the valley below and coming out of a fine weather 
sky, drowned the orchestra of a thousand waterfalls and 
swept our high-up shelf with the fury of a fierce gale, while 
now and then the avalanche boomed and roared. Then 
the early morning brought again the sun and painted the 
scene anew. Oh, it was well worth the desperate fight just 
to see the sun so rise and set. 

In that early morning light we tackled a new route up 
that wall of rock before us with such success that by 
nine o'clock we had attained an altitude equal to the 
highest we had reached Tuesday, July twenty-seventh, over 
11,000 feet But at this height every possible lodging 
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place was filled with snow and ice, 
and so fearful was the work of step- 
cutting in the ice that it was after- 
noon before we had climbed higher 
than 12.000 feet. That northern 
edge of the peak seemed only a few 
hundred feet above us when we turn- 
ed back for camp. 

Ata little below eleven thousand 
fect IT left Phillips in charge of the 
packs and set off to explore a better 
route for our next climb. Following 
a ledge around to the west and south 
for half a mile, I rounded the north- 
western shoulder to find that the 
great west side of the peak offered far better climbing than 
the cliffs of the north, and hope sprang up afresh in my 
heart. All we needed was good weather. 

That little side trip had so delayed us that it was long 
after dark before Phillips and I got back to‘ Camp Higher- 
up’’on the little ledge, so we had to spend another wretched 
night in the cold. A snowstorm rose in the night, and by 
early daylight the drip from the rocks above us had so 
soaked our bedding that cold, wet and breakfastless we 
were finally routed from our little bed and, plunging 
through the screaming-gale, sought the comforts of our 
camp at the foot of the mountain. 

From July thirtieth to August ninth, it stormed in- 
cessantly on the mountain. As we were almost completely 


out of provisions, we spent the time in exploring the 


country and getting whatever game we could find, ptarmi- 
gan, bluc grouse, marmots and gophers. On August ninth, 
though the weather was still very unsettled, we sought to 
make our highest-up’campon the 
knob of the northwest shoulder. 
We each carried a fifty-pound pack 
on our back to an altitude of ten 
thousand feet, when a fierce bliz- 
zard suddenly stopped our work. 
Three inches of snow fell in the first 
ten minutes. Realizing our danger, 
for avalanches were already roaring 
aboutus, we cached our packs in a 
nichein thecliffs and hurriedly at no 
small risk, sought the valley below. 

Three days later we suceceded 
in worrying our packs up to the 
“knob,” between 10,500 and 10,- 
700 feet altitude, on the west, 
where we succeeded in making a 
bed on a snow-covered shelf. Our 
sleeping place that night, as to 
altitude and surroundings, would 
closely resemble the very peak of 
Sir Donald or Stephen, excepting 
that the valleys belowus were much 
deeper and at the low altitude of 
little more than two thousand feet. 
For hundreds of miles the peaks 
lay at our feet. Scores of miles of 


y 
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the Fraser valley lay open below us like a mapand the mighty 
Fraser was but a tiny, crooked thread of silver. Then the 
valleys disappeared and we were alone with the stars and 
the snow-white peaks and the grinding avalanches. 

Friday, August thirteenth, dawned clear and cold, and 
by the time the sun rose we were on our way to the peak. 
The many cliffs we had to climb were only from ten to a 
hundred feet high, but those hard, smooth, icy slopes 
between were tipped at an angle of from fifty to seventy 
degrees. One slip on the part of cither of us meant a fearful 
slide to death thousands of feet below. 

The storm-clouds of slect swept down and engulfed us 
while we were at little more than cleven thousand feet 
altitude. We had not enough provisions for another two- 
day climb. This was our last possible chance and we de- 
spaired of ever reaching the peak. But fortunately, though 
the clouds were very dense and cold, but little snow fell. 
The storm was a blessing in a way, for though it spoiled our 
chance of getting pictures, it shut out of view those fearful 
sheer slopes below, 

In five hours of steady work we reached the peak. 
The clouds broke open for one brief minute, revealing to 
us a wonder world, with the Fraser more than 11,000 feet 
beneath us; then the storm swept in worse than ever. 

It took us seven hours to reach our ‘“‘highest-up” 
camp, so dangerous had the softened slopes become on ac- 
count of the storm, and by the time we reached our camp in 
the valley the climb had cost us twenty hours of hard 
work —but we had finally captured Mount Robson for our 
country and the Alpine Club of Canada. 

Our provisions were gone, and 
we were hundreds of miles from 
anything like civilization. We 
made the trip back on what moun- 
tain-gophers and small birds we 
could pick up, and the only reason 
why we didn't cat locusts was that 
they wouldn’t sit still long enough 
to be caught. Finally I reached 
Edmonton on September sixth, 
only to find that Cook and Peary 
were monopolizing the interest of 
the world, and leaving no room for 
such small fry as Mount Robson 
and me.

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Robson—A Conquered King

Robson, and it took every packhorse, and every blanket, and every ounce of 

grub, and every bit of muscle and nerve we could rake out of our inner conscious- 
nesses—not to mention shuttles—to look abroad from his naked horns on the wrinkled 
valley of the Fraser. 

Yes, we had that look—had it on Friday, August thirteenth, 1909—had the ascent 
of the highest peak in all the Canadian Rockies for Canada and the Alpine Club—and 
between you and me and the piebald bell-mule, it took most of our faculties to do it. 
It was in August of 1907 that I first saw the old bench-mark of 1875 on a big Douglas fir 
at the summit of Yellowhead Pass, where the waters of the continent divide and turn 
towards two oceans. 

The summit of Yellowhead Pass is nut a popular resort by any means. Only a very 
rude trail marks the progress of civilization there, yet. We knew all about that rude 
trail. It had been 
worse than rude to 
us for two hundred 
miles—ever since 
weleft Laggan with 
the gay intention 
of climbing Mount 
Robson. We had 
hauled our ten 
horses, individual- 
ly and collectively, 
out of the Pipe- 
stone muskegs; we 
had hewn our way 
and scratched our 
faces in the fallen 
timber of the Sask- 
atchewan and the 
Brazeau, and tum- 
bled off and into 
thingsinnumerable 
times; we had seen 
the big Columbia 
Glacier, were inti- 
mately acquainted 
with Mounts Wil- 
son, Coleman and 
Athabasca; had fed 
our beasts in the 
high pastures of 
the Big Horn and 
the Goat and the 
Cariboo. Yes, we 
knew that trail to 
the point of calling 
it by its first name, 
and when we finally 
camped on the 
bank of the Miette, 
and after building 

a raft, gingerly 
trusted ourselves 
and our outfit to 
the mercies of its 
tumbling waters, 
we almost sighed 
with relief. 

For a score or 
more of miles we 
followed theMiette.

The Rainbow Mountains, in all their gorgeous colors, flanked us on either hand, ‘and 
brooded over us while we tumbled with the current, or toiled across timbered bottoms 
and sunny meadows where the wild pea-vine grows as high as the horses’ girths. Up 
here is ‘the lair of all the rivers of the continent. We were constantly fording them— 
wetness was the habitual condition of our collective trouser-legs, and a good share of most 
of our possessions. Personally, I could have got along very comfortably with a few less 
rivers, and I fancy the rest of the party felt the same way, after the three hundred and 
sixty-first ford. 

The party was an Alpine Club party, however, used to such incidents, and we had a 
definite purpose in view, which no amount of fords could discourage: to climb Mount 
Robson. No white men had ever been known to reach the king of the Canadian Rockies, 
and Dr. Coleman, of Toronto University, had organized us from the members of the 
Alpine Club, with this intention. sth 

Finally we passed the last barrier, crossed the last ford, and swung into the valley 
of the Grand Forks. Eight or ten miles away the great limestone wedge of the king, 
13,700 feet up in the air, buttressed across the whole valley, with a fall bigger than 
Niagara roaring unnoticed at his feet, and the whole north side of him one gigantic, sheer, 
unbroken rock-faced slide from pinnacle to base, rose before our overawed gaze. The 
grand, isolated peak, cloaked with untold ages of snow, towering far above all the other 
peaks of its range, its high-flung crown almost touching heaven, its perpendicular: walls 
and overhanging glaciers brooding over the deep valleys with awful calm, is one of the 
erandest sights imaginable to man. 

We did not make the summit that year, for Mount Robson cloaks himself in storms, 
and is not sympathetic towards venturesome human ants, but we did a great deal of 
investigation around his lower slopes. I, from my roving disposition, became the ex-

plorer of the party, and was constantly wandering off on solitary jaunts. My first 
discovery was the beautiful lake that bears my name, and nestles at the foot of Robson 
on his western side. It rivals Lake Louise for beauty—and in fact, the whole region, 
dear as Banff, Paradise Valley, Lake Louise, Yoho and Glacicr are to the heart of the 
mountain-lover, without doubt surpasses the beauties of all the known Canadian Alps. 

So fearful is the height of Mount Robson above this valley, and so sheer is its whole 
face, that the avalanches slide from its very highest peak to within a few yards of the lake, 
where they lie the year around, at an altitude of not more than two thousand five hundred 
fect. 

On every side of the great ‘‘ Valley of a Thousand Falls"’, a huge wall of perpendicular 
cliffs, thousands of feet high, hems the valley in closely. Here and there, on sheltered 
ledges, patches of spruces relieve with their dark greens, the greys of the rocks, while 
everywhere the numerous streams from the great glaciers all around plunge over the high 
precipices in countless falls of spray. A mighty tongue of ice lolls over a cliff at the head 
of the valley and curves so low as to reach the valley floor, while here and there in the 
bottom of the valley are huge springs from which flow full-fledged streams. A high-up 
glacier on the west side has such a large field of snow at its source and flows down so steep 
an incline that huge chunks of ice are constantly breaking off its precipitous front and 
crashing into the valley below. The most fearful avalanche I ever saw came from this 
glacier, and it took ten minutes by my watch for the foremost chunks of ice to reach 
the valley bottom. 

At the head of fhe valley and to the north, rises Mount Turner, a splendid peak of 
some twelve thousand feet altitude, while to the right, at an altitude of between two and 
three thousand feet above the valley, the Grand Forks, swift flowing from Berg Lake, 
leaps from the cliff and forms @ superb falls as high as Niagara, then plunges in a number 
of beautiful catar- : 
acts down a very 
narrow gorge, till 
it sweeps across 
the floor of the 
valley. And from 
the Goat Trail,that 
winds in and out 
among these over- 
hanging cliffs,truly 
the ‘Valley of a 
Thousand Falls” is 
a marvel of Alpine 
scenery. 

Failing to climb 
Mount Robson in 
1907, owing to 
climatic conditions 
our party returned 
the next summer, 
and made several 
heroic attempts up 
the east side of 
Mount Robson.
